NEEDLES， Calif.--Wing Yee， 
grandson of one of the founders of 
Needles，stood on a bluff over- 
looking the California desert town 
and declared: 

“My family could have owned 
the town 一 could have developed 
businesses here 一 could have been 
the leading family in Needles, 让 we 
weren 't Chinese-. 

“Chinese couldhavebeen leading 
families in cities and towns all over 
California. 

“But Chinese weren't permitted 
to own land, to buy farms， to go 
into any business except running 
laundries，running Chinese restau- 
rants. 

“Chinese didn'tbecomelaundry- 
Imen by cholice.” 

NO WIVES ALLOWED 

“Most Americans are unaware 
that Chinese weren't even allowed 
to bring their wives over here until 
after the Japanese bombed Pearl 
Harbor.” 

Yee was referring to a series of 
immjigration restrictions on Orien- 
tals.The first 了 xclusion Act was 
enacted in 1862. Laws barring 
Chinese were repealedin 1943. 

Yee，55，ls imbued with bitter- 
ness Shared by many older Chinese 
inthe United States. 

“For years I was pretty mad at 
America for whatit was doing to us 
Chinese,” said Yee.“We worked 
hard，wanted to get ahead like 
everybody else. We did a lot of 
goodfor this country-. 

“All we asked was to be treated 
like human beings. Thank God thse 
policies of this country and this 
state have changed. My kids now 
are no _ different than anybody 
else's. 

“But it was tough to be a Chinese 
in America until after World War II. 
Most Americans to this dayhaveno 
idea the kind of treatment we were 
getting.” 


OWNS CAFE 
Wing Yee is owner of Jackson's 
Cafe in Needles (popolation 


5,000)，on the banks of the Colo- 
rado River across from Arizona. 

His grandfather Ah Kim (Eddie) 
Yee was 18 years old and operated 
the cook car for work gangs that 
laid the final miles of Atlantic and 
Paciflic Railroad track to California 
from Springfield, Mo.,in 1883. 

It was at Needles，so called for 
pinnacles in the area, that tracks of 
the A&Pand Southern Pacific Rail- 
road joined with the completion of 
abridge across the Colorado. 
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No longer in need of the cook 
car, the railroad sold it to Ah Kim 
Yee for $1. Itbecame Needles' first 
restaurant, theKim Yuen Cafe. 

For 20 years Yee operated a 
successful eating place out of the 
rallroad car. 

“MYy grandfather worked long 
hours, saved his money,”said Wing 
Yee.“He returned to China to find 
a_bride，、He married my grand- 
mother, then cameback to Needles 
a few months later without his 
wife.” 

In 1890 there were 103,620 Chi- 
nese Imen in America，and only 
3,868 Chinese women one 
woman for every 27 men. 

“Because he was Chinese Ah Kim 
Yee was not permitted to bring his 
wife back with him to the United 
States, "continued Wing Yee.“Chi- 
Dese exclusion ljaws said no. 

“In 1903 grandfather moved out 
of the cook car and into abuilding 
he rented. He changed thenameof 
his restaurant to Liberty Cafe.2” 

Another hard-working young 
businessman at the time 一 not Chi- 
nese 一 invested his money locally. 

Today the descendants of this 
man Own much of the town and 
many of thebusinesses in it 一 super- 
Iarkets, department store, a truck- 
ing firm . 

NO OPPORTUNITY 

“MY 村 andfather would have 
done the same. He was a shrewd 
businessman。 But he lacked the 
opporturiity，because he was Chi- 
nese,”Yee said. 

“During the few months my 
grandfather was in China after he 
got married，my grandmother be- 
came pregnant with my father. 

“My grandfather's brother，de- 
spite the Chinese exclusion laws， 
made it to America and brought 
along my father shortly after the 
turn of the century.?” 

In 1912,.Ah Kim Yee, then 47， 
left Needles andreturned to China. 

“Grandfather went back to Can- 
ton,，” Yee related. “He took his 
Savings and with friends built a 
rallroad which the Red Chinese 
government is still operating to this 
day.” 

Ah Kim Yee's son，King Long 
Yee 一 Wing Yee's  ， father 一 was 
forced to go through the same 
Procedure. Return to China to find 
a wife, lead the life of a separated 
family ， 

In her book on Chinese in Amer- 
ica， “Mountain of Gold,” Betty 
Lee Sung describes the hardships 
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caused by Ghinese exclusion acts: 

“The acts virtually condemned 
Chinese in the United States to a 
life of forced celibacy，bachelor- 
hood or transpacific marriage. 

“Never in the history of the 
United States have people been so 
humiliated,， so disgraced. It was an 
affront that still rankles in the 
hearts of many Chinese. 

“Chinese women were aliens (un- 
til the act was repealed in 1943) 
ineligible for citizenship。 They 
were not admitted even though 
they may havebeen wives of Amer- 
ican-born Chinese men， 

“The liberalization of immigra- 
tion laws after World War II sent 
Chinese men.back to HongKongin 
droves to find themselves wives.” 

MORE WOMEN 

From 1948 to 1953 almost every 
Chinese immigrant who disem- 
barked at an -American port or 
airport was a worman. 

It has only been in the 1960s that 
the Chinese female population in 
the United States has come any- 
where close to the numbers of the 
Chinese male population. 

Wing Yee, born in Canton, came 
to America in 1928，the year his 
father died in China. He was 12 at 
the time. 

He stayed in Needles where an 
uncle was running the Liberty 
Cafe. Yee eventually became 
owner of the restaurant and oper- 
ated it until 1942 when he moved 
to Barstow to open arestaurant. 

Five years ago Yeeandhis family 
returned to Needjles. 

Yee believes his generation will 
be the last generation of Chinese in 
America“to live under inhumane 
conditions. 

“It was just awful,”said Yee.“] 
went to China in 1935 to find a 
wife 一 just as my gandfather and 
my father qid. 

“A _ year jlater II returned to 
Needles. Susie, then pregnant with 
our oldest daughter，could not 
come with mebecause of the damn 
immigration 1aws. 

“We were separated 13 years. 工 
never Saw Iy oldest daughter uritil 
she was 13 years oldin 1948..

There are three parts to every communication, for no sane 
person“just talks”: one, a person who speaks; two, a thing 
to talk abouti; three, a hearer。Communication ls,，by etym- 
ology, two persons coming together by sharing an idea，Ihe 
idea may be vital (“Look out for that truckl), but the inter- 
action and its personal effects are what ultimately count most， 
because we are chiefly human through our contact with others. 


The idea being communicated will, in lts form and content， 
shape the personal contact. Every idea is, at its conception， 
symbolic, an abstraction from the outside world labelled 
and manipulated by its label (not by its“real world…，refer- 
ent). The label is a word and its handling is a gammar; all 
thought, without exception， is lingulstic. 


。 No idea exists apart 位 om a conceiving mind, for an ldea 
is ashape or configuration of a mind with its“furniture.?” 
了 xpressed language is a set of sttmuli for inducing desired 
shapes-of-mind in oneself and in others。 It can only be un- 
derstood as the unique interaction of two specific indivi- 
duals， involving the total of thelir personalitItes，cultures，ex- 
Periences, and present sltuation。 When its use crosses cuUl- 
tural lines, the Situation 1s compllicated in degree, but not 
altered in nature, because cultures are the “personalites”of 
goups and function in that way. 


It follows that learning a new language Involves two Pro- 
cesses simultaneously: oney'the task of acquiring the vocab- 
ulary and grammar, and the other, establishing and under- 
standing the relationships they convey ( “Miss and 小 姐 
are somewhat similarly used, for instance，but the attitudes 
are quite different). Language is always something you do， 
not what is known by someone, and it can take Place Suc- 
cessfully at a very early stage. 了 Educational techniques and 
gadgets can make language learning easier (or harder) but 
they in themselves are not language nor learning.

Clearly, language does not exist to make us all alike, but 
instead gives us a comimon g 尔 ound in which our individual 
personalities may be most apparent in relation to, and dis- 
tinction from, each other, and may most completely deve- 
lop. Nobody learns a language to blend into apopulation， 
but to be most fully himself within it. Evidently, a proper- 
ly conducted ESL program cannot be, as some of the fire- 
brands among us hallucinate, a case of cultural Imperialism 
by a bigoted“WASP… establishment (which would more 
likely forbid any such thing) on a ghetto minority. Nor 1S 
it a put-down. 

At the same time, it js very true that more people ought 
to realize that learning anew language and culture does not
